THE COLMA TRAGEDY. 

On Monday evening, Alec Dovin of 
Ocean View, came to his death from a 
blow received in a boxing contest 
with Chiefle Johnson', in the ring of 
the Colma Athletic Club at Colma. 
Young Dovin lacked a few days of 20 
years and his opponent who struck 
the fatal blow was but 17. The exhi¬ 
bition was given, it seems, by local 
parties in and about Colma and Ocean 
View, and not under the auspices of 
the Colma Athletic Club. There were 
to be three contests of four rounds 
each. Johnson and Dovin were the 
principals in the second event. It 
was in the third round the fatal blow 
was delivered. Dovin seemed to have 
the best of the fight from the start. 
The fatal blow was an upper cut 
which landed just beneath the heart, 
bruising the flesh and muscles through 
to the ribs and injuring the pueumo- 
gastric nerve, causing paralysis of the 
heart. Upon being struck the young 
man sank to the floor unconscious 
and was carried from the pavilion to 
the ladies' parlor of the White House 
near by. A doctor was called, who 
quickly reached the scene, only to 
find young Dovin dead. Dovin and 
Johnson were friends. The contest 
was entirely friendly. The seconds 
for Dovin were S. Rayner, T. Donlau, 
R. McClellan and Jno. Henneberry; 
those for Johnson were W. P. Spen¬ 
cer, J. Conboy and W. Prosek. The 
contestants in the three events were 
all amateurs, boys living around Col¬ 
ma, Ocean View and lngleside. The 
affair, like a number of others gotten 
up by local parties and between ama¬ 
teurs, was held without a permit or 
license and without a physician and 
surgeon present to pass upon the con¬ 
dition and fitness of the contestants. 
A coroner’s jury was summoned and 
impaneled’on Tuesday morning at 10 
o’clock by E. E. Cunningham, Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace in and for the First 
Township of San Mateo county, and 
Acting Coroner. The following nam¬ 
ed citizens of the First Township 
composed the jury, viz: Harry 
Pierce, Henry Spence, G. Grazzini, 
O. Teal, C. Garabaldi, M. S. GritHu, 
M. Wyant, R. S. Thornton and Joseph 
Presler. 

The autopsy upon the body was per¬ 
formed by Dr. J. L. Ross of Redwood 
City, assisted by Deputy Coroner 
Richard Pigion. District Attorney 
Bullock, Sheriff J. H. Mansfield, Un¬ 
der Sheriff Henry Butts and Consta¬ 
ble R. J. Carroll were present at the 
inquest. After the jurors had been 
duly sworn and had viewed the body, 
the inquest was adjourned to 1 
o’clock p. m. of Friday, February 
9th, to enable the Sheriff to gather 
the evidence and secure the attend¬ 
ance of witnesses. 

The funeral was held from the Do- 
viu residence, Ocean View, on Thurs¬ 
day. Interment, Holy Cross Ceme¬ 
tery. The deceased was the son of 
Alexander and Annie Dovin of Ocean 
View.
